AN OPPORTUNITY FOR HARMONY. 


There has never been a man who 
figured in the history of Washoe coun- 
ty who had a more devoted political 
following than W. M. Boardman. As 
soon as it was known that he wonld 
accept the nomination for District 
Judge all opposition closed and he re- 
ceived the vote of the convention 
without a dissenting voice. His con- 
trol over some parts ot the county is 
phenomenal and has been a source of 
wonder to all who have seen it. The 
canses of his popular“ are not hard 
to analyze. He has been here since a 
very early day, and the pioneers of a 
country like this stick to each other. 
Another source of friendship is that as 
a lawyer he would rather act as peace- 
maker than to make a fee, and he has 
lost many a good case by advising a 
compromise.

The meeting 
opened with the chorus America,” 
which was sung with a will.

Jenvey in his address gave some in- 
teresting facts and figures in reference 
to the cause of education. He stated 
that the advancement of mental cul- 
ture had always been a prominent fac- 
tor in the affairs of our land; that 
when the first colonists came to the 
New England shores, a school- master 
was as surely one of them as the cap 

tain and the pilot of the vessel, and 
that before the thirteen original col- 
onies had been welded into a new- 
boro nation, the best minds of the 
land had given this matter their moet | 
intelligent attention. Jefferson, Madi- 

son and Dawe were especially active. 
On the 20th day of May, 1785, there 
was passed the famous educational 
ordinance whereby the 16th lot, com- 
prising 640 acres in every township, 
was set apart for school purposes. On 
the 23d of July, 1787, this ordinance 
was made perpetual in its wurkings. 


On the 13th of July of the same year| P 


it was declared that as religion, moral- 
ity and education were essential fac- 
tors in the well being of a nation and 
in the advancement of society, there- 
fore education should receive the ear- 
nest support of the goverument. In 
1802 it was ordered that the same law 
in reference to the reservation of land 
for school purposes should be enforced 


in the States and Territories, newly 
made or about to be made, north and 
west of the Ohio river. In 1848 
Stephen A. Douglas caused to be 
ed another law whereby not only 
the 16th but the 36th section in every 
township should be reserved for school 
purposes. In consequence of this, 
Washington Territory received 2,488,- 
000 acres; Oregon, 3,329,000; Cali- 
fornia, 6,719,000, and Nevada 3, 985,

And secure our public schools for all 
time. But the great matter of edu-' 
cation has received not only national 
and legislative support: it has re- 
ceived the active and constant support 
of thonghtful men in private capaci- 
ties as well. It has been regarded as 
one of the inalienable mghts of man, 

as one of the most sacred duties of 
man, and as conducive to the highest 

interests of man. Mr. Jenvey main- 
tained that while retrenchment was 
imperatively necessary in order to 
keep our State from bankruptcy, still 
there should be no retrenchment here. 
Salaries so large and generous should 
be paid our teachers as to induce the 
best and most cultured minds to enter 
the ranks of teachers. It was a shame 
to reduce salaries to a beggarly pit- 

tance. He further said that before 
our schools could be what they should 

de, the school teacher should be a 
scholar, in the broadcst sense of the 
word, fully abreast of the highest 
thought of the age. The blessings of 
educational institutions were shown in 
the fact that there were 227 institu- 
tions for the instruction of women, 46 
for scientifie purposes, 48 tor legal in- 
struction, 72 for medicine, 56 for the 
deaf and dumb, 30 for the blind, 13 
for feeble-minded children, 68 for re- 
form, 430 for orphans. In our pub- 
lic schools there were 15,563,000 who 
were eligihle to its advantages, and 
9,781,000 actually in attendance. The 
total receipts for public schools in 
1880 were 83, 940,000. The number of 
teachers was 280,034. The average 
salary was higher in Nevada than in 
any other State in the Union, and 
lower in Alabama than in any other. 
In Nevada the average salary, month- 
ly, to males, is $101, to females, $77; 
while in Alabama it is only $21 to 
both male and female.

Harvey Dilley Shet in the Back Because 
He Wanted the Money of Which he 
Was Robbed. 

The details of the the killing of Har- 

vey Dilley in the Jibboom street bag- 

nio Saturday last develops one of the 
most dastardly and cowardly .nurders 
ever known in the history of Truckee. 

About a year ago Dilley, who was a 

carpenter by trade, came to Truckee 


to look for work. Ile brought with 
him in the neighborhood of $2,500, the 
roceeds of the sale of a piece of land 
in Missouri. This money was de- 
posited with J. L. Lewison & Co. Mr. 
Dilley went to work for Mrs, Butt 
and she, learning that he had money, 
succeeded in worming herself into his 
good graces. Although both Mr. and 
Mrs. Butt swore positively that with 
the exception of $54 there had never 
been any financial transactions be 
tween Dilley and Mrs. Butt, there is 
not the slightest doubt but that she 
succeeded in getting every cent he 
had. The evidence taken at the coro- 
ner’s inquest pointed so strongly to 
wilful murder that the jury charged 
George and Charles Milner with that 
crime, and they are now in jail. Dil- 
ley was shot in the back, the crime 
apparently being committed for the 
purpose of obliterating evidence of the 
debt due him from Mrs, Butt, mother 
of the assassins.

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 


The new party is said by its prophet, 
Mr. Beck, to be certain to triumph 
and in time to secure control of the 
national government. In such case 
one of its first acts will be to abolish 
national banks and issue greenbacks 
in place of their notes. It is well, 
therefore, for us to consider the wis- 
dom of this act and see if it is a step 
in the right direction. Fortunately 


we have the words of a man in whose 


judgment and character, when he was 


alive, the people had as much confi- 


dence as they have in Mr. Beck. Ia 
September, 1878, James A. Garfield 
made a speech in Boston on this very 
question. He said: Now, this is a 
debatable proposition, and you are 
reasonable men. Let us debate it. If 
it were just as well to do that I would 
be in favor of it. If it were better to 
do that, I would still more strongly 
favor it. Now, what are the objections, 
if any? My first objection to that 
proposition is that it is a violation of 
the highest promise and faith of this 
nation, that it will never increase the 
greenbacks above four hundred mil- 
lions. If you do that thing you in- 
crease them to six hundred and seven- 
ty millions. Suppose that trouble to 
be got over, if you issue three hundred 
and forty-six millions more of green- 

backs on top of the three bundred and 
forty-six millions now out, you make 
redemption impossible. Now, why do 
I say that? The United States treas- 
ury Can now rosume specie payments 
on the promised day. In 1875 we were 
told that we could not resume, that 
the.moment we tried to accumulate 
the coin it would increase the value 
of the coin and decrease the value of 
the greenback. But we have accumu- 

lated in the treasury of the United 
States, unpledged for any other pur- 


poses, one hundred and thirty-five | 
millions of coin, awaiting resumption | 


or redemption of our greenbacks. 
Now, there are the national bank 
notes, three hundred und twenty-four 
millions of them out. They are com- 
pelled to march abreast of us in the 
work of the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. The two thousand national 
banks are all harnessed to the car of 
resumption, and when we resume they 
must resume. I am glad they are to 
help ahead the work. If you abolish 
them you take away their help, and 
you put the whole load of six hundred 
and seventy millions upon the treasury 
and break it down. 

Now, there is another objection 
that I have to abolishing the n«tional 
banks and substituting greenbacks. 
We have the national banks in a shape 
where they pay a good share of taxes, 
and Iam glad of it. They ought to 
pay. Since their organization they 
have paid uver two hundred millions 
taxes tothe Stateand nation.

Their stock 
is taxed by the States; their circula- 
tion is taxed by the nation; their de- 
posits are taxed by the nation, and 
the man who holds his money in na- 
tional bank notes on the day of assess- 
ment is taxed on his surplus cash that 
he holds. How is it with the green-

No man is wise enough te tell how 
much we need, and if men were wise 
enough, dare you trust it to a partisan 
House of Kepresentatives? 

Suppose another thing, fellow citi- 
zens. If you abolish the national

50 [of brokers. The banking business of 


America is necessary to its real pros- 
perity. Do you know that one of the 
modern devices for avoiding the use of 
a large amount of money is a bank? 
What portion of the business of this 
country is carried on in natural mon- 
ey? In Eogland it is only five per 
cent. Ninety five per cent. is by 
drafts, checks and commercial bills. 
In this country not less than ninety 
per cent. is carried on by the different 
banks. Our present system is secured 
in its circulation and under the com- 
plete control of the law, and it would 
be a great misfortune to go back to the 
old system which prevailed before the 
war. Then if a man wished to take 
paper money, he. used to study the 
bank note reports. If a merchant in 
the West wished to come East to 
tradé, he was obliged to sort out his 
notes before he started. Money from 
any State would not circulate in more 
than half the States in the Union. 
How many men in this audience have 
taken out their pocket- books in the 
last six months to see what bank their 
bills were on? You don’t care for the 
bank under the national system. You 
know that behind every bill is one 
hundred cents locked up in the treas- 
ury of the United States to secure you 
against loss. Lou don’t care if the 
bank is broken, burned up, or if a 
hundred pounds of mitro-glycerine 
tear the bank-building to atoms. The 
value of your bill is the same. We 
propose to fight this battle out against 
the cry for more greenback currency, 
but we propose to fight it out on the 
square issue of justice and good sense.

The Great Explosive. 

Nitro-glycerine looks like oil. 
Workmen seeing it leaking from a 
box or can have sometimes mistaken 
it for sweet oil, and have tried to nail 
the box tighter with ahammer This 
causes a terrific explosion. The way 
in which the blasting powders are 
made is by soaking such substances as 
sand or sawdust and nitro-glycerine 
with it. The most common of these 
powders is dynamite; it looks much 
like moist brown sugar. Some others 
are called dualin, rendrock, and mica 

wder. The nitro-glycerine soaked 
in the sand or sawdust can be carried 
about without spilling, and can be 
more safely handled. In the same 
manner if nitro-glycerine should be 
spilled upon wood or cloth and should 
soak into the substance there might 
bean explosion if the thing were 
afterwards struck or tossed about. 
Whenever one visits a quarry, or new 
railroad, orfany factory or establish 
ment where nitro- -glycerine or blasting 
powder might be made or kept, it is 
well to be careful about meddling 
with any yellowish oil, or any oily 
looking powder.

A Corner in Beef Actually Being 
Made. 


The San Francisco Grocer says that 
all the marketable beef stock, beyond 
the comparatively small amount on 
hand for present supply, has fallen in- 
to the hands of a few men, whose con- 
tracts also cover all available supplies 
fora year to come. What the result 
will be when the stock now in other 
hands will be exhausted, is easy to 
forecast. That a corner in the beef 
market is only a question of a few 
weeks with us new is almost a matter 
of certainty. One of the largest 
butchers of San Francisco has gone 
out of business, and it is confidently 
reported that by January next not 
more than two butchers will slanghter 
in that city. A fact which possesses 
more significance in this connection 
is, that English capital is being in- 
vested quite largely in land for stock 
raising ou this coast. The sale of a 
large cattle range in Merced county, 
Cal., te a company of English capital- 
ists recently took place, the purchase 
money aggregating $900,000. Another 
large sale is also reported to have tak- 
en place in New Mexico, where an 
English company purchased the Pablo 
Montoya Rancho for $1,500,000. 
Agents are also said to be traveling 
about the country, looking for in- 
vestments of a similar nature, ia the 
interest of foreign capital. This looke 
as though these companies wish to real- 
ize the profits to be made from a sale of 
cattle in our markets, or else desire to 
enter the field as competitors of those 
engaged in the export cattle trade. 
Beef and mutton have heen ruling 
quite firm in the markets, with a de- 
cided tendency upward. Should the

Death of a Naval Veteran. 
New York, October 25. 

Captain Wm. A. Parker, one of the 
oldest officers of the U. 8. Navy, died 
yesterday in East Boston, Mass. 
Captaia Parker was born in Ports- 
mouth, N. H., January 12, 1816, and 
entered the navy as midshipman io 
1832. He first saw service in the 
sloop-of-war Vincennes on the Pacific 
station. Six years later he was pro- 
moted to the grade of passed mid- 
shipman and served on various war 
vessels until 1843, when he was made 
Lieutenant and was transferred to the 
Cyane, which visited California, Sand- 
wich Islands, Chili, Peru, etc. In 
1846 he was ordered to the steamer 
Mississippi on the Mexican eoast, and 
during the mort of the Mexican war 
he served in this vessel and the Rari- 
tan. Lieutenant Parker was present 
at the siege and capture of Vera Cruz, 
Tobasco and other places. During 
the late war he was actively engaged. 
For a long time he served under Com- 
modore Porter as Commander of the 
Fifth Division of the North Atlantic 
blockade, including over 20 vessels 
and a number of monitors. On June 
28th, 1861, he was promoted to the 
rank of Commander, and four years 
later was placed on the retired list. 
His promotion to the rank of Captain 
on the retired list was received April 
19th, 1869.
